4,.. § 1. Every person who shall commit the crime of lar-
Taenarzioeces4ce;my, by stealing of the property of annther, any 
sem& money, goods or chattels, or any bank note, bond, prom-

issory note, bill of exchange or other bill or certificate 
or any book of accounts or concerning money or goods 
due or to become due or to be delivered or any deed 
or writing containing a conveyance of land or any oth-
er alienable contract in force, or any receipt, release or 
defeasance, or any writ, process or public record ot the 
property stolen shall exceed the value of one hundred 
dollars, shall be pnnished by imprisonment in the State 
Prison, not more than three years, nor less than one 
year, and if the property stolen shall not exceed the 
value of one hundred dollars and exceeding twenty dol-
lars, 1i,! shall be i)uni4ted by imprisonment in the State 
Prison, not exceeding one year, nor less than six 
months, or by intpKisontnent in the county jail not more 
thin one year, nor less than three months, or by fine 
not exceeding three hundred dollars.
